New School Building. 


The first difficulty which we encountered was to find plans 
for a building the cost of which would not exceed our approp- 
tiation. : 

We finally decided that in order to meet the requirements 
of the law in regard to new school buildings, we could do no 
better than to modify the plans furnished by the State and use 
_ them. | | : 

eb he only bid submitted with these plans, which included 
only the main school building with heater, was one thousand 
four hundred ninety-seven ($1497.70) dollars and seventy cents. 


In order to secure a school building with the least possible 


expense to the town, your committee agreed to stand between 
the town and all loss, or in other words they agreed that this 
building fully completed including a shed 12x 20 feet, school 
furniture, grading, lot, etc., shouldn’t cost the town more than 
one thousand four hundred seventy-five ($1475.00) dollars 
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By accepting immediately we were able to secure the ser- 
vices of Stillman E. Holmes and two sons, who came to us 
highly recommended, and we believe that their work on the 
building fully sustains their reputation. 

‘ The Messrs. Holmes are not contractors, but they agreed 
to do the work, which included the mason work and painting, 
for seven ($7.00) dollars per day and board themselves, which 
we believed would result in a large saving to the town. 
The total cost in connection with the building as 
shown by the following list of bills was $ 1393 55 


By deducting the following items: 


Cost of lot $ 45 00 
Shed (per estimate) 200 00 
School furniture 71123 
Grading 9 75 
$ 331 98 
We have the cost of main school building $1061 57 


This shows a saving of four hundred thirty-six ($436.13) 
dollars and thirteen cents as compared with the bid. 


“We decided that it would be more profitable to sell the old 
school building than to try to use it in the construction of the 
new one, but we could not sell without a legal vote of the town 
to do so. 

We wish to call your attention to the heating and ventilat- 
ing arrangement which is one of the State officials’ require- 
ments and cost about one hundred fifteen ($115.00) dollars, but 
provides for a constant change of air and keeps an even tem- 
perature even in the farther corners of the room, thus doing 
away with the children going to the stove to warm.

The repairs this year have been of a permanent nature 
and were absolutely necessary. The new part of the building — 
at No. 4 was without paint and has now two coats, and with 
one coat given the old part makes the outside in good condition. 
The seats and stove have been changed so as to get the benefit 
of the single seats, and get most of the light from the rear of 
the seats. 

A fence for the school yard was demanded at Thayer’s 
Corner and has been built. A new bell for this school was 
bought by the efforts of teacher and scholars and a belfry built 
by citizens near the school without expense to the town. 

The plastering in No. 9 was so poor it seemed best to cover 
it entirely with steel, and anyone comparing the anterooms in 
this building with those in No. 5 will at once approve of the 
work.as done in No, 9. The steel work has all been painted 


two coats. Two new Hyloplate blackboards were put up in © 


this room at the same time. | 

New stoves were required in No. 1 and No. 3, so we moved 
stoves from unoccupied buildings to these rooms; the one for 
No. 3 being taken from the ““Davenport’’ or No. 11 house, the 
one for No. 1 taken from the old house on Quaker. Hill. 
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The roof on schoolhouse No. 10 must be reshingled this 
spring; also that at No. 8. Several houses need a coat of paint. 
The grounds at No. 4 need clearing and grading, also No. 1 
and 7 need grading. Five new flag poles are needed so we 
may comply with the law requiring a U. S. flag for each school. 
The anterooms in No. 5 should be covered with steel. 

We recommend an appropriation of $300.00 for repairs the 
coming year. 

An appropriation of $150.00 for text books may be needed 
the coming year as the supply of arithmetics must be renewed 
at once, and a few each of other kinds. © 


At the June examinations seven pupils passed with an 
average rank of over seventy per cent., and graduating exer- 
cises were held at Sidney Grange Hall at which they were 
awarded diplomas as follows: Mildred Davenport, Edward 
Freeman, Donald Freeman, Carleton Hammond, Charles S. 

Five others 
would have passed had the low rank of previous years been 
allowed. The rank required is low enough and should be 


strictly adhered to. 


I wish to thank the teachers, parents, and scholars who 
have assisted in reducing unnecessary expenses and thus 
making a longer school year possible. The schools this year 
have cost the town $35.16 less per week than last year and the 
main reduction has been in the conveyance bill, and we claim 
that no pupil has suffered for lack of conveyance.
